ECONOMIC SURVIVAL 

A few days ago wa received the following letter which brings up a 
question of increasing importance to the conservative movement, ft is 
lOllowed with what wa believe to be a possible solution to the problem.

Dear Sirs: 

I have just finished reading your pamphlet enr-*»-led 
America s Last Line of Defence Against Communism. I would Vke 
to join some organization such as yours but there are soma 
questions which must be answered first. 

Foremost of all questions in regard to Anti-communism 
(and seemingly overlooked by your organization as wall as by 
a.l others) is: How are Anti-communists to oaks a living? 

Unless this question is answered, and soon, most, if nat^all, 
anti-communists will or.a by one be starved into subjection lon» 
e o~e 2-±y cotsatiSs. hood lun bands begin roaming the country. 

How many people do you know who will not be outspokenly 
American because of economic reasons? Some are afraid for* their 
jobs, otners for their businesses. How many people do you know 
who would hire an active, outspoken anti-communist? If people 
vil. not support an active anti-cczssunist now, when, you* ni^ht 
say, only their social prestige is at stake, how then co-id °on- 
expect them to support an underground anti-communist when th*i- 
lives and the lives of their families would be at stake? 

. . Yo !r clte statistics as to what other underground bands 

.have dona.^ But you overlook the fact that these other bands 
have had the support and goodwill of the people. In this battle 
we do not, and will not, have that. Communism makes a spy out 
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of every can's neighbor and even his own children. Let's con- 
sider secret support. So secret that even the receiver does 
not know where it cocss free; such es an envelope of coney coming 
to him thru the mails or left on his doorstep et night. Every 
year every person who cakes enough to live on trust report to 
the U. S. Government through the Income Tax Department where he 
got the coney he is living on. Now if no one will hire hie, 
and he has sold everything ha has to sell, obviously there is 
a catch somewhere if he continues to live. What then, will 
he put on his income tax form? How long will it be before he 
is. under investigation? And from here on, the results should 
he obvious. I'd sorry to have to throw cold water on you like 
this. For I'd sure like to get in there and rip and tear. 

But unless this question of "livelihood" can be answered. I'm 
afraid that your Kinutec-sn, as wall as all other anti-communist 
organizations are doomed before they can ever fire a shot. 

Now maybe it looks different from your angle, area or location. 
But if you can't answer this question of "livelihood" don't 
feel too bad. Because I've tried tc bring this to the atten- 
tion of others also, and they just ignore it, overlook it, 
or sidestep it. Which leads me to believe that they just 
can't answer it. 

As to the vitalness of this livelihood question. I 
will try to give you as brief a resume as possible of the 
situation a: it pertains to me and this area. 

F.-.Sb, of all, this is Farmers Union Band. There has 
been for as far back as I can remember, which is almost fifty 
years, an active campaign to replace the business man with the 
farmer and 1 is offspring, and to denude the land of people, 
it is now virtually complete. Inhabited farms are few and far 
between. Many towns have dried up entirely, in others there 
remain only a Post Office, a Farmers Union Elevator and Oil 
Station, which sometimes sell most anything. In the towns 
that are left, very few businesses are run by bonafide business- 
men. The farmer and his off-spring have taken over. And if 
it wasn t xor their farm related income, very few could last 
six months. 


This of course is what the Conspiracy wants and has 
spent over a half-century working for. This campaign was 
promoted from the Pulpit of the country churches whan I was 
a kid. I heard it, I was raised in a country church. It was 
done by putting the emphasis on sermons which pictured the sin- 
fulness of the town, city and business Deople. thus bv' 1 din<» 
enmity against them, while the farmar was left to believe he° 
was the Good and Downtrodden. This culminated in the taxin® 
of the businessman to subsidize the farmer to the extent that 
he could move off tne farm and go into competition with the 
businessman. . No man can compete with the man he is taxed to 
support. This I have found out, very graphically. 

As for ms: I was born and raised on a farm. Sickness, 

death, and a few other things removed us from there in the 1930' s. 
Shortly after KW II I got an old truck and entered the trucking 
business. I built it up to two trucks, two combines and a small 
trailer house. It took a lot of hard work. Then I found out 
the government was taxing me, and a lot of others, and giving 
it to the farmer so that he could buy trucks and combines to° 
go into competition with me. This made it rough, but I somehow 
hung on. - or awhile. Next I was being taxed so much, and the 


farmer being given so much that he no longer had

And have turned the country over to a brain- 
washed and easily led people.

the i&rming area of the nation, no busines, unless 
it is big, can be started and maintained. For some subsidised 
farmer who does not need to make a living off the business will 
go into competition with you and undersell you. If he cannot 
take ever your business, he will work for you. cheaper than 
the legitimate labor-man can. The labor-man must then have 
a Union to protect himself. Ee must then surrender hi 3 rights 
to the Union Boss. Ee must then toe the line or he will have 
mo job. No job, no food. No food means an empty belly.

Ee operated his own 
bookkeapping service in a town of about 50,000 copuUt'on 
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Ee was a conservative and became a member of the John B<rcb 
Society several years ego. Wien the bright blue envelopes 
containing John Birch literature began appearing in hie poet 
office bos his trouble began. Several of his core profitable 
accounts began arguing with hie. When he defended the J3S he 
began losing their business. Instead of giving up he worked 
hhs harder for the John Birch Society and became a Chapter 
Leader. To supplement their income, his wife took part-time” 
work clerking in a local supermarket but she too lost this 
job after a few weeks. 

Finally, ts had to < 5 uit his position as J3S Chapter 
Leader. Not because he wanted to, but because he had to. 

To keep his business going he was forced to take cany small 
accounts at practically no profit instead of the few” profitable 
accounts be had once had. Ultimately, they sold their home 
and coved to a larger city several hundred miles away. 

One of our Intelligence Agents reported these facts 
to the National Headquarters. Our Regional' Coordinator con- 
tacted this can confidentially and arranged for him to begin 
f n intelligence training program with us. Another cacber° 
helped him to get a temporary job in his new location. 

Frra this time on, "Mr. Esith” has pretended to be 
a political .eutral. To those who knew about his past assoc- 
iation with the JBS he has pretended to have become disillu- 
sionad. After a cooling-off period he has now obtained a well 
paying jGb v .th a fire of certified public accountants that 
is owned by i well-known liberal in the larger city. Hr. Smith 
is now liviig wall off of his enemies. Still, he is doing core 
good for the conservative causa than ha ever did before. Work- 
ing in secret he has usad his intelligence training to recruit 
and develop three Kinutemen Teams in his area. On "Mr. Smith's" 
recommendation his boss recently hired a new secretary who is 
also a member of our organisation. In addition to working on 
company business she is now handling confidential correspond- 
ence for one of the communist front organizations supported 
by this liberal company. 

"Mr. Smite” has turned a personal defeat into a victory. 
He is living off of his enemies. Ee is weakening them while 
building our own strength. 

The Kinutemen strategy certainly does not include the 
idea of grabbing a gun and heading for the hills. We must 
camouflage ourselves so well that we can live among our enemies.

there is a widespread tendency to oversimplify the communist prcb- 
leta. Too Eany patriots make the mistake of considering our enemy to" be a 
monolithic organisation, tightly controlled by a few people working be- 
hind the scenes with devilish efficiency. 

Instead of referring simply to the communists ws have usually re- 
ferred to the communist- socialist conspiracy. Perhaps the term, Communist- 
Socialist Complex would be even better. 

The enemies c» individual freedom are mace up of many different 
groups, individuals anc organizations. All of them have their own personal 
objectives and selfish interests. They cooperate effectively in some area 3 
and ccmpate viciously in others. 

These people have only one thing in coriton: the belief that tha 

aver c..ge human being is not mentally equipped to run his own affairs; that 
they are an intellectual elite and that they have the right to control all 
other peoples in the world. 

Some of these people feel that they have this right by Divine Provi- 
dence; soma feel that they have thio right because they are of a superior 
race; some feel that they have this right simply because of their superior 
intelligence and education. Regardless of their own reasons all of these 
elites have a greater sense of comradship toward the other "elites” than 
they do for the people of their own country, race or religion as the case 
may be. 


This is the first in a series of articles dealing with the many 
difrerent facets of this complex. In each issue we will discuss a differ- 
ent group or organisation. 

THE SOCIALIST LABOR PARTY 

The Socialist Labor Party was founded in the United St 2 tes in 18S0 
nearly 30 years before the founding of the Communist Party USA. 

The leaders of the SIP state that their party is founded on the 
"principles of scientific Marxian socialism". They repeatedly emphasize 
that their group does not advocate overthrow of the United States" Government 
by force and violence. They expect communism to be achieved in the United 
States through a series of economic changes and political Kew Deals. In 
this respect they follow the classical theory of the Fabian Socialist 
Movement. This plan is basically the same as that outlined by Arthur 
Schlesinger in his tamous article in the Partisan Review. 


According to this plan tha middle class will gradually be destroyed. 
Small businessmen will be caught cetwacn the tax load of big gcvarmnt 
(operated by tha elite) and tha huge corporations (also operated by members 
of the elite) . Both the government and the giant industries will then be 
operated by tha same people and all the "common people" will punch time- 
clccics for tha governmental-industrial complex. The c r. I V thing communistic 
about this scheme is their. plan to keep the people tranouilized with the 
belief that it is they, the workers, who collectively own the industries. 

In a similar tanner the people of the United States are now tranquilized 
into accepting a bureaucratic dictatorship in the false belief that they, 
the voters, actually control the government. 


The Socialist Labor Party publishes a full-size w 
called the weakly People. The quality of the paper, pri 
and writing all are good. 

Operating in a semi-secret manner it is difficult to judge the full 
extent of their influence or the size of their membership. Doubtless, many 
of those people who are referred to as "fellow travelers" are members of 
the Socialist Labor Party. Many of our politicians whose communist affilia- 
tions cannot be proven are actually affiliated with the SL? or one of the 
other socialist parties.

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Although the SL? follows closely the collectivist line of all other 
communist parties, their publication demonstrates the personal battles for 
power that occur between these different groups. Whereas the communist 
party publications eulogize Walter Reuther the SLP Weekly People attacks 
the AFL-CIO as a phoney labor union working in cooperation with the capital- 
ist bosses to exploit the downtrodden masses of the people. 

There are still other ways in which the Socialist Labor Party differs 
from the "Stalinist" Communist Farty, the "Trotskyite" Socialist Workers 
Party and the various Fabian Socialist groups. For one thing, they work 
almost entirely -within their own organisation — seldom if ever do they or- 
ganize "front groups". 

Although the SL? has an excellent intelligence organization, they 
apparently refrain from the use of blackmail, bribery and terrorism to 
control others as is sc common with most communist groups. They depend on 
-printed propaganda and "educational classes" fro sell others on their ideas 
socialism. SL? holds large numbers of meetings and lectures open to 
the public. 


Although the SLP has never succeeded in building a great standing 
organization, vast numbers of people have passed through their schools 
or have associated with them briefly. Only a fraction have developed any 
special loyalty to the Socialist Labor Farty itself, but most have scattered 
to the winds spreading the deadly seeds of collectivist ideology wherever 
they go. Many ex-SL? members are found among teachers, clergy” social 5 

workers, and government bureaucrats. 


In the 1960 elections, SL? had a candidate for president or. the 
ballot in 15 states and drew a total of 46,560 votes.
